“While there is Life there’s Hope”’ 
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F late the main question before the 
country has been: Will the Peace 
lreaty be ratified? That question still 
remains alive, but at this writing, in mid- 
October, there are two new ones which for 
the moment crowd it to one side. People 
want to know what is the matter with 
the President, and what on earth is the 
matter with Labor 
As to the President, it is not essential 
that we should all know the particulars 
f his illness. Particulars of illness are 
quite apt to be misleading. Even medi- 
al experts do not always interpret them 
successfully, and to medical im-experts 
and laymen they may mean anything or 
nothing. Whether Congress would be 
iny happier and more efficient, or the 
Senate any better able to go on about the 
Treaty, if it had a detailed account of the 
President’s symptoms, is quite uncertain 
The supposition that the Senators op- 
posing the Treaty could cure the Presi- 
dent offhand if they were better informed 
about his ailment does not commend 
itself to belief. We all know that the 
President overdid and that Dr. Grayson 
hauled him off from speech-making and 
put him to bed and brought him home, 
and we have been told that he needs a 
period of rest which may be and should 
be more or less extended, but that he is 
doing well, and is clear in his mind and 
able to do necessary business in any 
emergency. We know too that his doc- 
tors are competent, and with that we 
uught to be content until they tell us 
something further. The case is theirs, 
and it is not etiquette for us to butt in 
on it 
Of course, the imaginative felks in 
Washington, who have had so much 
practice in getting up stories about Mr. 
Wilson, have come to the bat again and 
are filling up Congress, and even Wall 
Street, with yarns about lesions and such 
things, but if the President's doctors told 
them more it would simply furnish them 
with more material for gossip. The 
President is ill; his doctors are concerned 





about him; they say he needs a con- 
siderable spell of rest, but that his organs 
are all working naturally, his condition 
has improved, and he ought presently to 
make a complete recovery. That much 
the doctors have told us. Anyone who 
cannot let it go at that is invited to sell 
the market short or take any form of re 
lief that he can find. But he is advised 
not to bet any money on Washington

AS for Labor's disease, the need ci 
deeper knowledge of that is reall) 
much more urgent than of the other. The 
President is in good hands and we don’t 
need to do anything about him, but 
Labor is out‘of hand, running more or less 
wild, and makes an appearance of being 
more or less crazy. Take the newspaper 
of the day: throw out sports, air flights, 
accounts of robberies, and the usual 
routine news including that from Wall 
Street, and the rest, except a column or 
two about the President, is about strikes 

Back of all these strikes is the War, 
and the restlessness in the minds of men 
that followed Contributing special 
causes have been the high cost of living, 
and the absorption of the Senate in the 
fight over the Peace Treaty, which has 
engrossed the energies of the President 
and virtually stopped remedial and re- 
constructive legislation at a time when 
it was urgently needed. This holding up 
of governmental action has given the 
forces of disorder their chance, and they 
have been making the most of it. The 
I. W. W.’s and other Reds are extremely 
active, and much of the current mischief 
is traceable to them. When they incite a 
strike—and to them most of the current 
strikes are attributed—tt is not to remedy 
mere details of wages or hours of labor, 
but to upset the wage system altogether, 
and replace it with something the nature 
and effects of which are best studied in 
Russia. The Reds don't want to cure 
anything. On the contrary, they are out 









to increase the prevailing socia! diseases
